
STORY OF BATTLE
OF CEDAR COEFJ

Oft-Told History Related By One
Who Was There and Took

Part.

SHERIDAN WAS SURPRISED

A Defeat and Routc That Was
Almost Unexplainahle to

Both Sidcs.

An Interestlng artJclo on the great bat-

tlo of Codar Creck (somettmos called
Belle Grove, and sometlmes Mlddleton's)ls furnlshod by General Wharton. whothero commanded a dlvlsion of threo brl-
gadcs. The brigades wero small. havlnglost heavlly at Wlnchester tho nightbefore, and In many battles of that year,Includlng Lloyd's Fnrm, New Market!Cold Harbor and numeroui mlnor nc-
tlons. They were commanded nt Cedar
Creek by Colonel Thomas Smlth, Colonel
McDonald, of New Castle, Cralg county,
and Major Peter J. Otcy, the lato dls-
tlngulshod representatlve from Lynch¬
burg.
Tho followlng facts about this battle

may now be regardcd as settled, ol-
though for a time false rumors wero
circulated.

1. Lieutenant-Oenoral Juhal A. Early
planned the battle. It was tho most
successful Ulustratlon durlng the war
(except the movernent whlch brought
Jackson to Richmond before the Seven
Days' battles) of the operotlon of con-
verglng columns on a focal polnt. He
sent "wlth a vlew to attack" hla topo-
graphieal englneer offlcer, Major Jed.
Hotchklss, nnd tha senlor dlvlsion com¬
mander of the Second Corps, Major-Gen-
oral John B. Gordon, to tho top of Threo
Top Mountaln. which ovorhangs the
fihenandoah Kiver, -and present.i a clear
vlew of the fieM, on October 17th to tako
observatlons. Hotchklss brought back to
hlm that night a sketch map of the ono-
my's posltion. Gordon came to se«- him
next day, tho 18th, and substaatLated tho
report of Hotchklss that tho enemy could
be assalled on their left llank.
Eaiiy summoned hls chief olllcors that

day. gave each hls speclflc lnstructiona,
had a brldgo bullt acrosB the Shennndoah
at Its flrst ciosslng, put Gordon ln com-
mand of the S«cond Corps, whloh was
to turn the left and arranged three other
columns to make slmultaneous assaulta.
The teparto columns wero commanded by
Major-General Gordon, who crossed the
Shenandoah at Bowrnan's Ford of tho
Shenandoa'i;' Major - General Kershaw
commar.'£'td.''-tba Second, whlch crossed
at Boivman'u 11 IU Ford of Cedar Creek,
Just above Ita Junction wlth the Shen-
ondoah; Brigadler-General Wharton com¬
manded the Third column, whlch crossed
Cedar Creek wlth his dlvlsion, and Col¬
onel T. H. Carter's artillery on tho brldgo
and at the Ford of the Valley Plke;
and tho Fourth column, uuder Brigadler-
General Thomas L. liosser. crossed Cedar
Creek after llrst belng repulsed at.
Kupp's Mill on tho Confederate left. Col.
W. U. Payne, afterwards Genoral Payno,
went nhead of Gordon wlth hls llttlo
cavalry brlgade, Major (now Judgo)
Danlel A. Grlmsley. of Culpeper, head-
lng hls leadlng 3n,uadron.
Early, In person. first put Kershaw's

dlvlsion. Iiis rlght centcr, ln actlon, and
then roda raptdly to hls left center.
crossed Cedar Creek, and went wlth lt
ln actlon near Belle, Grove.

2. Early never halted tho army. It was
flrst halted by tho Sixth Corps, op-
erated first on tho southwest side,
and then on the northwest slde of Meadow
Brook (or llursh Run). When Early
arrived Rainseur'a and Pugram's dlvlslons
ot the Second Corps Wero ln actlon, and
hard pressed, and Gord.Sj's dlvlsion, under
Brigadler-General Evuna, hot presscd
from the right to Ihe extrome left of the
army. At Hainseur's and I'egram's re-

quest Early instantly sent ln Wharton's
divislon to asslst them, thougli a heavy
f.og, whlch, wlth the EiuoUe of Viattle,
obscured the hard-contested Held. Whar¬
ton's assault was most gallantly and
promptly made, nnd was repulsed by
Getty's dlvlsion and the Federal artillery.

S. Change of front of both armies now
occurred; the enemy retlrlng north to
Mlddletown and postlng thoinsolves on
elevated ground, At 10 o'clock Mujor-
General 11. G. Wrtght, coniuiutidlng the
Federal army, had tho fleld on hand, and
was ri ady for counter assault. ShorUlnn
arrlved a llttle later and waltod untll 4
P. M.

4. Early endeavored to advanco again
al 1 o lock; und Gordoii's dlvlsion, ,by
hls dlrectlon, made a tentatlvo assault,
whlch v... repulsed. siu-rlduu could set
tseo the open fteld, and was I'ully prepared
aiul ready, The second tlmo tho arni>
wus lialtca by heavy und steady .furcei
of tho eneiny; not by Early, but agalnm
hls wlsh, wlll und endoavor,

D._ Early full arri to set oft hh
army and. Its oapturus, Includlng somt
l.coo prlsoners, and dld get them off Ir
fulleoason when he found ho cuiild not
uiilviinco. Ho did get hls prlsone-rs tiv
tircly off, aud lundi-il them ln tsufety ai
Southern puims.

C. This much I havo tlnju'it well u
suy now ln presentlng tho valuable i,ni
entortalulng paper of General Wharton
for whlcli we art- mu'-h ipdubb d.
Tho cause of Early's rjlttuatcr Is a ver;

plain one-l. e., tlio far grvuler inimlje
Of iiis viieniloa, and their ulubl ym lifcht

Ing-espcelnlly the Stcadlm Ot the Slxth
Corps, whlch never was pnnlcked; but
on tho contrary, was gcttlng thn best of
tho Second Corps of our -lrmy beforo
Early relnforced it wlth Wharton's dlvl-
slon.
The Federal cavalry was ovenvhclmiiig-

ly more powcrful than ours, boing well
mounted, whlle ours wns not; belng woll
arnicd, whllo ours wns not, nnd belng so
niuiili more numerous, overniatched our
tliln llnofi of horsemen nt every polnt.
General Wharton, bcloved and honored

hy lils men for hlft vlrtucs an n nian, and
for hls sturdy, constnnt nnd efflclcnt
qunlltles as an officer, hns iddcd an at-
tractivo pago to our mllitnry hlstory.
He fully says of General Enrly, In a

letter whlch Ilcs before me: "1 do not
thlnk that any general, wlth the possible
oxception of Stonewall Jnckwn, could
have accnmpllshed more wlth" llio 'nade-
quato forco and dlffleult'ici he haa to
conto.nd wlth, than did General Enrly."
Thls General concludes wlth a very

rcmarkablo nnd lntcrcstlng statement,
that supports what Early always con-
'tended.I. c., that the afternoon nHsault
of Shcridan's army was loyalty made
nnd ought to have been ropulsed. Thls
statement ls that General Slicrldan '"dld
not resumo tho fight, but merely to innse
a demonstrntlon," nnd that when "he
saw tho Infnntry on our (thc ConfodftrntO)
loft glvlng away nnd retreatlng from hls
(iklrmlsh llne, he ordered hls cavalry to
pursuo the ileclng enemy."

JOHN YV. DANIEL.

After tho defent of Genoral Enrly's
forces at Wlnohester, on tho 19th of .Sep¬
tember, 1864, nnd the hurrled retrat from
Flsher's Hlll, two daya later, General
Early foli back up the Vnlley of tho
Shonahdoah; not belng pursued by Oen¬
eral Sherldan, remnlned for about threo
weeks roorganlzlng and rcstlng hls mon
nnd getting supplles. About thls tlme
Oeneral Kcrshaw's Dlvislon was sent to
Oeneral Early's assistancc. General
Early moved down tho Valley and took
posltion near Elsher's Hlll. On the 17th
of October Gon. John B. Gordon, with
one or two of hls fitaff, nnd Major Jed.
UotrTiklss, topographlcal englneer, rodo
up to the top of the Massanutten Moun-
taln, where thoro was a slgtml statlon.
From tho top of the mountaln tho posltion
of tho army of General Sherldan could
ho readlly soen. A sketch was made by
Major Hotchklas, showing the elevation
of thn several eamps, roads, etc.
CONFERENCE OF GENERAL EARLY
WITH HIS CHIEP OFFICERS, OCTO-
HEH 1STII. AND PLAN OF ATTACK.
Wlth thls sketch General Gordon re¬

turned, nnd, calllng by my tcnt, told me
where ho hnd beeh and what ho had seen,
and sald he was golng to General Early*s
quarters. The General told me that
Genoral Enrly had summoned all of tho
dlvislon rommanders for consultatlon.
General Gordon wns present, and soon
Oenerals Kershaw, Kamseur, Fegrnm and
Gen. W. H. Payne', of tho cavalry. ar¬
rlved. General Early. then asked General
Gordon to explaln tho sketch and what
ho hnd seen from tho slgnal statlon on
tho top of the Massanutten Mountaln.
Thls General Oordnn dld. After somo
dlseussion and general tnterchange of
suggestlons, lt was determlned to make
an attack on the certalnly unsuspectlng
enemy at daybreak or before the next
mornlng. Colonel, afterwards Genoral,
W. IT. Payne was to charge the plckets
on tho oxtreme loft of tho Federal Uno,
at the ford and on tho bank of the
Shenandoah rlver. General Gordon was
to take tho Second Corps, which included
Gordon's Dlvislon under Gen. C. A.
Evans, Ramseur's and Pcgram's, and
movo at night by a road along the base
of the mountuln, and as soon as Payne
arrlved or captured tho plckets, Gordon
was to strike tho left of Sherldan, tho
Elghth Corps, and drlvo that back, and
as soon as he. crossed tho road from
Strausburg. Kershaw was to movo out
and Joln Gordon, and together pnsh tho
enemy across tho Valley Turnplke. In
the meantltno, I was to tako my dlvislon
along tho turnplke. and as soon as tho
enemy was forced across tho turnplko
so as to clear tho bridge '

on Cedar
crcek, I was to cross tho bridge and movo
up tho turnplko and tako positlon on tho
rlght. Col. Thomas Carter. With tho
artlllery, was to movo along tho turn¬
plke, following two of my brlgndes, wlth
my thlrd brlgado In renr as guard to tho
artlllery. Tho plan of tho attack was
enthuslastlcally approved by all present.
All wero vory sangulno of success. bellov-
Ing the attack would be, a surprlao, nnd
that we would havo an opportunlty to
regaln what wo had lost nt Wlnohester
on the 19th of September, ono month
provlous.
INSTRCCTTONS AND MOVEMENTS.
After talklng over tho proposed plan

so that each could elenrly undorstand
what each orlo was dlrected and expected
to nceompllsh, ns we wero separatlng
General Early romarked, lf thero should
ho fallure, that Officer who falled to curry
out promptly hls part of tho programme
would recolvo the crlticlsm wo ought to
expoct, and ho was confldent wo would.
Genoral 'Rnmsaur repllod; "General Early,
I am auro wo are golng to wln, and lf
wo do not, I shall apply for leavo of
absenco to go to soo my llttlo daughter,
whom I havo never seen." I rejolned I
thought I had n atronger clnlm, as I had
a boy four months old I wnnted to seo;
others mado slmllnr roquests or Joklng
remarks. All were ooulldent of success
When each returned to mttko lho neces-
snry prepnratloriH to enrry out hls ro-
spcctlvo ordors,
, General Gordon, having tho longest nnd
inoKt (lllllcult road. moved hls corps out
carllost. About mldnlght I loft my enmp,
on the rlght of the turnplko at Flsher's
Hlll, aud moved wlth two brlgndes, louv-
Ing tho thlrd to follow Col. Carter's
artlllery as guard, aud inovod along tho
turnplko untll 1 Imd passe'd the Sjiplnt at
whlch tho road turns to .Strushurg", .halt-
ing my cMtrmianii to walt tho arrlval of
the artlllery. Whilo waltlng I ordered
a compnny of shurpshooters to the front,dlrccted them to exnmlno thelr guus, and
If any wero loaded, to draw the load,
and expalned tu tlio officers that 1 wlshed
to capture the pioket post of the Fcd-
erals without flrlllg a gun or cnuslng
any noine td oJ*i.rjn the enamy at thu
bridge nr lu thu <;.mi :-.

WHARTON'S TROOPS captuiu.W,
PICKE'fS AT VALLEY PIKE CROSS-
ING.
Wo movod on (lulckly, and whon about

flfty yards from thn rUlu-plts or uroast.
works whlch had been thtowu up for
ihe prptcotlpn' <.f tho Qiitposts or nlckotn

thought ndvlsablc. Colonol Carter nlso
moved up hls artillery. I had wnlted
In this posltion for perhnps two or three
hours when General Early, wlth several
of hls stnff, appeared. I reported to hlm
what I had dono, and he saw I was
reody to procced and waltlng the movoi
mont of tho othor commnnd. General
Early nsked If I had heard any. flring
toward tho rlght, In tho dlrectlon of Gon-
oral Pnyno nnd General Gordon. I told
hlm I hnd not. All was qulet; wo rode
out n Bhort dlslanco, stopped and lla-
teiii'd, but not a sound was henrd. Gcn-
eral Early remarked, "Gordon should
havo nttnckod by this tlme," saylng; as

ho left mo, ho would rldo ovor to soo
what Gcnerul Kershnw was dolng, Gen-
cral Korshaw's posltion belng ln the dl¬
rectlon of whero General Gordon wna to
attack tho enomy (the Elghth Federal
Corps). About a half hour after General
Early left mo I heard flring, whlch I
supposcd vtna causod by General Qor-
don's nttnek. Tlio flring soon Innreesed;
then thoro wero sovoral shots from tho
cannon. The flring on tho flght of our
lino ngalnst tho Elghth Corps eoon
stlrred up tho Fcdorals on- tho north aldo
of the turnplke. Colonel Carter ran up
sovoral pleces of hls artillery and flrcd In
tho dlrectlon of the NInotecnth Corps,
and, we learned afterwards, wlth such
good effect na to materlally Intorfera wlth
Its formntton and ors-anlzntlon.
GORDON'S AND KERSHAWS AD-

VANCE.
General Gordon's attack upon Iho

Elghth Corps was cvldontly a surp'rlse.
Ho. wlth tho asslstance of General KAp-
shaw, soon routed that corps, kllllng nnd
woundlng and capturlr.g many. Oordon
and Korshaw pushed tho routed Elghth
Corps across tho turnplke, struck tho
Nlnotoenth Corps, whlch was also drlven
back ln somo confuslon, but maklng re-
slstanco moro or loss eftectlve. As soon

os the enemy was forced back north of
the turnplko and tha brldge over Cedar
creek, I moved forward wlth two brl-
gades, followed by Colonol Carter wlth
hls artillery, wlth my third brlgado ln
rear of the artillery.

BTRAGGLERS.
As wo crosBed the rlslng ground, eaat

of tho brldgo, thoro seemod to be a

number of strogglera In tho eamp nnd
In tho ronr of the attaoklng force. Col.
Thomas Smlth, who was ln command
of tho loadlng brlgnde, detaohed a gtiard
nnd sont hlm with orders to all strag-
glers to joln thoir commnnds nt onco.

Colonol Smlth's offlcor reported a com-

paratlvely small numbor of soldlers
stniggling. but that most of tliem were

teamstors now conneoted' wlth the quar-
termaster and cothmlssary departmonts
or cltlzons who were followlng tho nrmy.
ARRIVAIi OF WHAUTON'S TROOPS

ON RIGHT OF SECOND CORPS.
Whon my column, movlng along the

turnplke, nrrlvod about opposlte tho
rlght of Gonoral Gordon and General
Korshaw the flring was qulto sharp. I
could not see our forces, owlng to the
depresslon, or learn where tho flring
was. Hut I oould see a Hno of battle
on a plateau across a valiey through
whlch a small stream nows. Tho line
of battle was the Sixth Corps; whlch
up to that tlme had not been engaged,
but was slmply awnlttng tho advance of
our forces (Gordon and Korshaw), then
engaged ln the ravlno at tho base of tho
hlBher ground upon whlch tho Sixth
Corps was ln llne of battle.
ItAMSEUR AND PEGRAM FORCED

BACK AND CALL FOR HEEP.
As I was about to move forward to

turn the left flank of the Sixth Corps,
Colonel Carter havlng ln tho meantlme
como up wlth hls artillery. General Gen¬
eral Ramseur and General Pegram came

up hurrledly and requested me to go,
each to his asslstance, as each said his
men wero belng forced back and needed
asslstance. I replled I thought I had
best try to turn the flank of the llne of
battle on the opposlte plateau (this was

the Sixth Corps), but seelng General
Early a short dlstanco from U3. near tho
artillery v.-hleh scemed to be gettlng In
posltion to open flre on tho town on
tho opposito plateau (tho Sixth Corps),
I suggested we would refcr the irvntter
to hlm. Rlding up to General Early, I
told hlm what I had lntended to do,
.when Generals Ramseur and Pegram
explalned thelr .posltion.
WHARTON MOVES TO HEEP PE¬
GRAM, AND IS REPULSED BY
SIXTH CORPS.
General Early told mo to go to the

asslstance of General Pegram. I moved
at onco wlth two brlagdes (whlch had
come up, my line belng stlll ln the rear
of the artillery by the flank), but while
movlng as rapldly ns practlcablo to get
In posltion, somo one ln the rear of tho
line gave tho ordor to charge."Charge!
our men aro glvlng way!" The men,
thlnklng tho order was properly given,
rushed forward ln somo dlsorder and
Irregularlty, dlvlng toward tho posltion
held by tho Sixth Corps. I was rldlng
at tho head of the llne, and beforo I
could get back to correct the error tho
men had gotten so far I could not cor¬
rect tho mlstako that had been made,
but had to onler a general charge. In
maklng this charge. wo wero at a great
dlsadvantago, havlng t,o pass through a
thlck palch of corn and by a houso and
across a dltch, about ten or twelve feet
wlde and three or four feet deep, and
then up a steep hlll wlth some trees and
bushes.
Our inovoment was plalnly seen by tho

Sixth Corps, and, of course, wero ln po¬
sltion to rccelve our oharge, whlle our
tnon. startlng wlthout proper orders or
in proper condition, and movlng over
dltflcult ground and cllmblng a stoop
ascent, were at a great dlsadvantago.
Consequently, wo falled to accompllah
our purposes, and lost very heavlly ln
killed and wqunded. Whon I reachod
tho edgo of the road whlch cxtended up
the steep aacent I found the left of tho
Sixth Corps had either been forced back
or changed front to meet our attack.
Reallzlng that any further oftort to force
b*ick the Sixth Corps wlth my alroady
depleted ranks would result ln almost
annihllatlon, I orderod the men to fall
baclc, flrst to tho dltch or creek at tho
foot of the hlll; but flndlng we wero stlll
subjected to the flre of the enemy, and
havlng no support In tho dlrectlon of
General Gordon's Hno. T orderod tho men
to fall back to a posltion nenr the turn¬
plko, and orderod up my third brlgado,
nnd began to rearrnngo the command
for frontlor movements to cary out tho
orlglnal dlroctlnns. In tho moantlme I
could soo tho Sixth Corps stendlly niov-
Ing hnck ln good ordor, and only clis-
turbed by tho shells of Colonel Cartor's
artillery.
WHARTON MOVES FORWARD NORTH

OF M1DDETST0WN.
Hoforo I had gotton iny command pre¬

pared to movo forward,'' Gonora! Early
orderod mo to movq through the town
(Mlddletown) nnd tako posltion" on the
eautorn edgo of tho town, on tho rlght
or south sldo/if the turnpllui. 'Very bqoii
aftor gettlng In posltion a bnttery wns
placed on tho turnplko on my left, whlch
commenoed to exchangd nholls wlth a
battery on-tho turnplke, on a wondod
hlll. about ono mllo ln our front. Froni
my posltion 1 could- soo troops movlng
about on tho cmlnonro near tho battery
on my left on tho turnplko, but aupposed
ut thu tlmo that General ICarly wns pre¬
paring for a further forward movo.

I thlnk It waa nhout 11 A. M. when I
placed iny command, im .ordored by (ftn-
ornl Early, as above stutoil. Helng nn
tlio extroinu rlght. I was rlosoly wateh¬
lng my front, nnd any t'lovombnls that
mlght he made pn my rlght, oxpoctlpg
ordera to movo forward. s\*e remalnod
qulet, reatlne ln. line, '\\v remdln'etj lu
thla poslllon until 4 or Ej I', ,,\l.. whon I
riotlm-d eonaldurablu aclirlty. und' 'muve-

tnonts nmong the Federal troops whlch
ocoupled tho emlnenco, beforo reforred
to, ln our front.
WHARTON'S MEN REPULSE THE
FEDERAL CAVALRY CHARGES
THREE TIMES.
About 6 P. m. or perhaps a llttle lator,

a body of cavalry appenred and formo'd
a llne of bnttto ou tho south sldo of tho
turnplke, dlroctly ln my front. About
the samo tlmo a llne of infnntry moved
out from tho north slde of the turnplko,
movlng ln the dlroctlon of our left; nll
of our troops belng on tho north slde
of the turnplko, except tho battcry In
tho turnplko and my llno, whlch was
on tho south sldo of tho turnplko. From
tho preparatlons It wns ovldent the
enemy wora preparlng to attack us.
In a short tlmo tho enemy doployod

and catna wlth a dnshlng charge upon
my eommand. TTiIb charge was ropulsod'
by my eommand, lenvlng many dead aa
well aa rlderloss horses. Tha cavalary
fell baok out of rango of our guns. but
soon roformed. In tho meantlme I ad-
vancHiI my llne about two hundred yards
to a hlgh fenos, and again wo repulsed
tho cavalry ohargo, tho cavalry again
falllng back. Whllo tho cavalry wero
proparlng for a thlrd charge, I heard flr-
Ing on our left. I sent a coiirlor to in-
oortain what was golng on. He soon re¬
turned and reported thnt our forces on
tho loft had been drlven back and that
tho whole llne was retrcatlng In dlsorder,
and that the battcry on the turnplko waB
retlrlng. i at once ordered my eommand
to fall back, koeplng In llne of battle. Wo
wero again for tho thlrd tlms ohargod.
Wo faced about and again drovo back
tho attack. A Federal oolor bearer waa
killed ln about twenty feet of our line.
Ono of tho captalns of tho Thlrty-elghth
Battallon ran to capture tho flag, but
waa captured himself by the retreatlng
troops. After the thlrd repulse, the cav¬
alry left our front and dashed to our left
and through the vlllarge (Mlddletown).

WHARTON RETIRES BY QORDON'S
MORNINO ROUTH.

Wo then retlred and left the field by
the route ond road General Gordon had
taken the night prevlous, and arrlved nt
our camp on Flsher's Hlll about 11 A. M.
Just twenty-four hours from tho tlme wo
had departed, expectlng n glorlous ro-
treat, but now after an lnglorlous rout
tlrcd and dlsnppolnted.

I reported to Genornl Early that I was
back ln my camp, and that I hnd gotten
out ln falrly good order. Tho next rriorn-
Ing Genoral Early retlred wlth hls com-
mnnd up the Valley, my brlgade formlng
hls rear guard, but we were not pursued.
Somo days after, Genoral Gordon and
Genernl Kershaw wero ordered to Joln
General Leo's army. After some weeks
my eommand was ordered to Flsher's
Hlll to preparo for wlnter quarters. Thus
ended General Early's "Vnlloy Cam-
palgn," whlch hnd been very much crltl-
clsed ln most lnstances, I thlnk.
THE PLAN OF BATTLE WELL CON-

'. DUCTED.COMMENTS.
Wlth regard to tho Ccdar Creek battle,

I wlsh only to add that tho plan of battle
was well conductcd. Each commandor
carrlecl out hls orders succcssfully untll
nbout 9 A M. on the 19th up to that
tlme it was a brilliant success. Tho
enemy had beon routed, and had mado
but very Ineffectlvo rcslstance. About
that tlmo or a llttle later I arrlved, as
above stated, wlth two brlagdes. Col¬
onel Carter also came up wlth hls artll¬
lery. I thlnk It was a mistake to have
ordered my two small brlgndes to charge
the Slxth Corps, especlally under the
great dlsadvantages offered by the rough
ground. The enemy wero In a good
positlon, nnd preparcd, wlth over-

whelinlng numbers. to recelve our at¬
tack. Had my orlginal orders been car-
rled out. whlch were to contlnue to movo
on to the rlght until the enemy's flank
was turned, the result mlght have been
very dlfferent. As lt was tho attack
was futile, and the loss to my eommand
very serlous. Why we dld not movo on'
lator I cannot say. Of course, I dld not
know the condltlon of our forces on my
left: but with the llghts then before me,
I expected a contlnuous forward move¬

ment. and after taking my positlon on,
tho south sldo of the turnplke. on tho
east of the vlllage of Mlddletown. I was

certalnly expectlng, for several hours.
orders to movo forward. One serlous
nilstako ,1 thlnk, -was mado In hot senrt-
ing the prlsoncrs and artlllery captured
ln the mornlng to a reasonable distance
for safety. There was ample tlmo for
thnt purpose.
Durlng tho afternoon thero were some

straglers and cltlzens about and in the
captured camps. but this was after tho
flghting, for tho mornlng had ceased.
The fallure to movo forward was not
caused by "Btraggling." Whatover else
may havo caused or contrlbuted to the
halt.

I could spln thls statement out much
longer, but know J have already cx-

hausted your patlonce and taken up too
much of your valuable tlme.

A TALK WITH SHERIDAN AFTER
THE WAR.

A few months after tho close of the
war I met and travelled for some tlme
with Genoral Sherldan. Wo went over

tho Valley Campalgn ot 1864. Tho Gen¬
ernl admitted that when ho reached the
field ho found his army In rather do-
morallzed condltlon, except the Slxth
Corps and hls cavalry. Ho sald that they
were gotten in shape whnn ho arrlved,
between 4 nnd 5 P. M. having rldden. frn-i
Martinsburg, where ho hnd spent tho
night, October 18th; that when he ar¬

rlved ho ordered the cavalry charge on

the south of the turnplke. and threw out
a sklrmlsh llne on the north slde. Ho
dld not lntend to resume thc fight, but
merely to make a domonstrntlon lntend-
tng to mako hls attack tho next mornlng.
ln tho meantlme General Early had rc-

sumed hlB attack, but when he saw tho
Infantry on our left glvlng way and re¬

treatlng from hls sklrmlsh line, he. or¬

dered hls cavalry to pursuo tho floolng
enemy. "I soon found General Early's
forces routed."

It appears our route and dlsaster on

tho afternoon of tho 19th waa ns much
of a surprlso to Genoral Sherldan ns it
waa to us, and almost as unexplainable.

Death of'a Brave Virginian Who
Fought Under Marmaduke.
Tho Camdon Polnt, Mo., Boo, of Jan¬

uary liith. has tho following account of
tho death of Captaln L. R- Stallard, a

natlve of Vlrglnla, who had many rela¬
tives ln Oulpopor and adjolnlng eountles:

that captaln X). R. Stallard hnd died
there tho evenlng beforo. Whllo hls

.death was not altogothor unexpeetod,
Rlnco he had been ln poor health for a

number of months, It came yet as a dls-
ilnet shock to hla rolatlvos and many
friends here. Ho had g*">0 to Tlot Sprlngs
In soarch of health, but we understond
that he hluiHelf hnd not much. falth In
reoovory. I'liyalclans woro not nblo. to
rollevo hlm, hIiicb Ile sufferod rather from
a H'lioral decllno than any speciflo dls-
ottHo. Wo nppond below a sketch of hls
llfe, ns found. In Hie "Offlolal Hlstory of
the .Ccinfederncy," and wlll only add, he
startod ln uctlvo llfe by clerklng ln a

storo, aftorwurdo teachlng for a whllo
In hls natlve State, whllo Still under
twenty years of ago.
Camdon Polnt hns lost In hlm, n hlghly

(istecineil iltlzen,'. ono who had mado
iiinny frlenda and who was ulways wlll-
liu; pj help ln thp upbulldlng of our
Ipwn, <¦

Cai/taln Duvld R. Stallard of "Camdon

Polnt, a gallant ofllcer of Marmadulte s

cavalary, was born In Culpepper county,
Va., .Tannary 17, 1833, son of Albort G.
and Sallle (Luttrell) Stallard. Hls grand-
father, Davld Stallard, a natlvo of flcot-
land, cnmo to Amerlca nhotit tho tlmo
of tho Revolutionary war. Capt, Stallard
wns oducatod in hla youth at tho tbwn
of Jcfferson In hls natlvo county, nnd
golng west In early manhood, bccani*
engaged In formlng in Sallne county, Mo.
Whon tho peoplo of his reglon began to
soparato on tho great Ibsuo ot tho war

ho enllsted In Capt. John I. Roblnson's
company ot tho Stato Guard, wlth whlch
ho served untll oaptured nt Sodalla. Af¬
torward he waa a prlsonor at Alton,
111.. untll Aprll, M8a, whon, belng ro-
lcased, he re-onllated ln Company D, of
Col. Hhelby a reglment, tho Flrst Mlssourl
cavalry. He WAB electod 1st Lieutenant
of Company D, nnd aerved ln that capa-
clty untll tha hattlo of Helena, when
ho waa promoted to captain for gallant
and merltorlous conduct on tho fleld,
Hla company waa aelectcd by General

John S. Mnrmaduko as hls escort, and In
this cnpaclty ho commanded tho advanco
guard of the dlvlalon, conslstlng of threo
companles, a post of honor nnd useful¬
ness whlch ho ubly oecupled untll tho
end or hostllltleB. Among tho battles nnd
operatlona ln whlch he took vart woro
Lexlngton, Blaokwatar, Newtonla, Prnlrle
Grove, Helena, and al| the ratds and bat-
tlos whlch followed under General Mar-
maduke, Includlng the Llttle Rock cam-
palgn, the attack on Plne Bluff, The dc-
feat of Bteelo's expedltlon to Camden,
and the great rald Into Mlaaourl under
General Price. ln hla report of the Llttlo
Rock campnlgn, General Marmaduko
wroto: "My escort and tho command of
Caplaln Stallard behaved moat hand-
somely"; and In tho report of tho bnttlo
on tho Llttlo Blue, Octobor 21. 1884, Cap¬
tain Stallard, commandlng tha advanco
guard. Is credlted wlth opftnlng the flght
by gallantly drlvlng the enemy across
tho brldgo. At the end ho Burrenderod
hls company at Shrevoport, La., to Gen-
ernl Canby, and roturnlng to northwest
Mlssourl, began nnow the dutles of etvll
llfe. Ho hns heen very successful In tho
cattle busliioss, ond from 1SSB to 1896 was
ongaged ln banklng at Camden Polnt.
Hls carecr has been art honorablo ono,
and ho Is hlghly" regarded by the peoplo
of hls county. He wns a charter mem¬
ber of the lncorporatlon of Camden Polnt
and norved as Its flrst Mayor; organlzed
and waa tho flrst presldent of tho Bnnk
of Camden Polnt, and wns olso tho pro-
moter and organlzcr and flrst presldent
of the Camden Polnt Mllltary Instltute,
an Instltutlon of Incalculable boneflt to
the aurroundlng country, of whlch tho
peoplo are justly proud. Tn 1S71 Captain
Stallard was married tp Mary A., daugh¬
ter of Edward P. 3uncan. of Platto
county, and thoy have two daughtera,
Maudo and Blrdlo.

The general rule ls that Ihe master ls

llable for the acts of his servant, nol
only when thoy are dlrected by hlm, bul

also when tho scopo of hls emp.loymcnt U

such that he has bcon left nt llberty tu
do.the act3 complalnod of. "The wrong,
ifnr:whleh tho master shall respond need
pot be an mtentional wrong; lndeed, th*
liirbllity ls comnronly all tho plalner 11
not, It ls not merely for tho wrongful
acts ho waa dlrected to do, but tho wrong'
ful acts he was suffored to that the mas-

ter must respond. But tho llabillty of th*
master for lntornatlonnl acts whlch con«

stltuto logal wrongs can only aiiso when
that whlch ls dono ls wlthin the real ot

apparent scopo of the mastors buslness.
It doos not arlse whero tho servant ha*
stopped asldo from hls employment to com
mlt an aot whloh tho mnstor neith.er dl¬
rected, ln fnct, nor oould bo supposed
from* tho nature of hls employment, ta
have authorlzed or expeeted tho sorvanl
to do. The motlve of the servant in conv

mlttlng tho act ls important: for If h«
supposes ho Ib actlng in furthoranca
of tho master's Interest under a dls-
crotlonnry authority. which the mastei
has conferred upon hlm, the case wlll
generally havo an aspoct quite difforeni
from what It would present lf lt wer*
mnnifest that mallco wore belng Indulged.
Irrospeotlve ot tho master's Intereat. Ii
Is innnaterlal to tho mastor'a responsl-
blllty.that tho servant at tho tlme wni
negloctlng some rulo of oautlon whlch
the master hnd prescrlhed, or wna ex«.

eeodlng hls master's InBtructions, or wns
dlaregnrding thom ln some partlcular, and
that tho injury, whloh actually resulted,
is atrlbutable lo tho aorvant'a fiiiluro to
observo the dlrectlbns given hlm. In
othor words. It 1b not sufllnlont for tha
mnstor to glve proper dlrootlns; ho must
also soo thnt thoy aro oboyod."
Tn order -to answer tho above query lt

wlll bo necessary for our corrospondent
to npply thn above rules to tho partlcular
fncts In tho caso to whlch lie refors.
Us thoy aro pot set out ln,full it wlll
be,seon>'that |ti» tmpoaslble for us tt)
answer thla Juostlon i'ltolllgontly,
